H. Smith (1958) states that the affinity of 
this species is obscure. We find that it can 
be placed near to S. burseriana Linn. (Engl, 
et Irmsch-, 1958) from which it differs in not 
having both erect and patent leaves and the 
leaves being all glabrous, acute and mucro- 
nate, and in petals being erect, clawless.
